Will S. Robinson will begin early in Novem- 
ber, as will also tho Anatomy Lectures by 
Dr. George McClelltui.

1895, and to my mind they did not then, 
and never have since, furnished any suffi- 
cient ground for the severance of our 
official relations. It was your privilege, 
as It was mine, to think and act as you 
pleased In regard to differences existing 
In our own political party, and I desire, 
once for all, to disabuse your mind of 
any thought that such a reason could 
have prompted my action.

GENERAL ELKIN'S FULL EXPLA- 


NATION. 


The ex-deputy attorney general then 


sent to Attorney General McCormick a 
lengthy answer to the reasons as< 
signed for his removal from the office 
of, deputy attorney general. It Is clear 
and dignified, and we present it with- 
out comment. It Is as follows: 
Hon. Henry G. McCormick, Attorney Gen- 


eral, Harrisburg, Pa. 
My Dear General: I have the honor to 


acknowledge the receipt of your com- 
munication of recent date, setting forth 
reasons for requesting my resignation as 
deputy attorney general. It is gratifying 
to know that my official relations and 
professional work while connected with 
the legal department have merited your 
approbation and receive your commenda- 
tion. 


You speak of the reluctance with which 


you slate to the public the reasons lor 
my removal. 
It Is much better, In my 


Judgment, that you should state your 
reasons by a letter addressed to me than 
that the public press should assign them 
for you. For this reason I requested 
them. I, too, desire to assure you that it 
would have been more agreeable to me to 
have remained silent on the subject, but 
I would be untrue to myself, unfair to the 
public and unjust to my friends If I failed 
to make answer to your charges. 


Inasmuch as you have based my re- 


moval upon grounds which involve my 
official integrity, I assume there can be 
no Impropriety In my stating all the facts 
In connection with the transaction about 
which you complain. 


You will remember that the act of 1874, 


passed after the adoption of the new con- 
stitution, designated the employes of the 
senate and house of representatives. This 
act remained unchanged until 1895, al- 
though it was known to every one famil- 
iar with legislative routine that there 
were not a sufficient number of employes 
therein designated to do the work and 
transact the business of the legislature. 
Thfs act provided for the appointment of 
only two transcribing clerljs. In the house

Coal Strike and Its Cause. 


A lo;tcT from Hugh O'Donn«Jl, the 


labor louder, in tho Philadelphia ^imos, 
gives a history of Peunfryiv.uiiu coal 
strikes, likewise a view of the present 
situation in tho mining region. 


Up to 18C9 there was no trouble. Tho 


Hazleton mini7ig district \vus formerly 
tho most prosperous of any, and tho 
minors wore tho most independent. Tho 
coal was of exceptionally lino quality, 
and tho minors were not too many. Tho 
strike of 1869 hud a curious origin, 
•worth nothing. Soino professional labor 
agitators conceived tho idea of fixing a 
sliding scale of wages for miners, to go 
tip and down with market price of coal. 
As a beginning tho minors dropped off 
work six weeks in order to let tho sup- 
ply of coal got low on tho market and 
bring up tho price proportionately. Tho 
six wooks passed, and tho coal in stock 
ran low. Tho minors then prepared to 
return to work. Then, however, tho 
coal operators, who up to this time had 
had nothing to say, turned tho tables 
ou their employees with tho informa- 
tion that tho operators themselves wero 
not ready to resume yet. The strike 
was continued thus some weoks longer.

American Cotton Crop. 


Sept. 1 cotton picking began in Texas 


and the most southerly states. If tho 
wuthor continues favorable, it will 
la-it till Dec. 1, as the Inter part of tho 
ci op will keep ou maturing for a con- 
siderable time yet. 


Tho power and resources of this re- 


public arc shown in uo way more strik- 
ingly than by our cotton production. 
Tho total of tho world's crop for 1897 
will probably be 18,000,000 bales. Of 
tlds tho United States will produce, it 
is expected from piesent indications, 
9,000,000 bales. Tho ground planted iu 
cotton for 1897 in tho Union is about 
2r>,000,000 acres. 
Nearly one-third of 


tlds acreage is in Texas. 


Tho United States will 
consume 


at home 300,000 bales of cotton. 
Eu- 


inpo find tho rest of tho world will 
n'jod altogether about 0,500,000 bales. 
That will inako, with our home consump- 
tion, 500,000 more bales than the whole 
cotton crop of America. This groat sta- 
ple is therefore likely to bring a good 
price the present season, which will 
make general trade in the cotton states 
brisk and prosperous. In Texas, whore 
cotton can bo raised more cheaply than 
anywhere else, owing to great fertility 
of tho soil, the planter can make a 
h light profit if his product brings B 
cents a pound, but that is the lowest 
limit. In tho older cotton states, where 
tlio soil is poorer, 5 cents a pound will 
not pay for tho expense and trouble of 
raising. 
But this year it is hoped in 


tbo cotton states that the planters them- 
selves will receive as much as 7 cents a 
pound. 
That would make $ho price 9 


cents in tho northern markets. 


In America wo not only raiso the 


most cotton, but tho best. Our sea is- 
land variety, with its long, silky fiber, 
is not equaled by cotton grown any- 
where else, though that of Egypt come1 
nearest it 
Sea island cotton is worth 


nearly throe times as much as othci 
kinds. 


Convict System of Georgia. 


The Atlanta Constitution, usually 


htaneh and patriotic defender of tho 
institutions of its owu state, makes an 
emphatic exception to its rule iu case o: 
tho convict system. It declares that tho 
prisons of Russia aro pleasure resorts 
compared to tho camps of tho convicts 
who are farmed out to private contract- 
ors in Georgia. 


Tho Georgia convict system recog- 


nizes two classes of prisoners. Those 
who aro sentenced for lighter offenses 


came frequent. In consequence tho op- 
erators adopted the plan of quietly im- 
porting foreigners to displace tho Eng- 
lish speaking minors. This has been done 
till tho American and British minors 
have boon almost excluded from tho Le- 
high region. For a long timo tho opera. 
tors hi\d it all their own way after tho 
foreigners came. They fixed wages at 
their own figure. They made the for- 
eigner buy his domestic supplies at tho 
company store, where Mr. O'Dounell 
says tho necessaries of life cost the 
miner 50 per cent more than the same 
goods would outsido. Thus tho money 
paid to the minor goes back to tho com- 
pany in the extortionate price charged 
for goods ho is forced to buy at the com- 
pany litoro or bo discharged from work. 
But a( lost tho worm has turned.

better paying investment to operators 
than their mines aro, tho writer de- 
clares. These two things, tho company 
storo and tho company doctor, aro the 
worst grievances of tho miners. If they 
wore abolished, tho foreigners could 
manage to livo, even at low wages. Un- 
less the abuses named are abolished the 
Pennsylvania soldiers will apparently 
have a permanent job. At least they 
will bo needed until tho minors and 
their families dio of starvation. Such 
is tho conclusion one draws from Mr. 
O'Donnall's letter. 


Tho primary cause of the trouble, how- 


ever, is perhaps to bo found in overpro- 
duction of coal. In their desire to cheap- 
en wages tho companies have continued 
to bring foreign miners into tho country 
in such numbers that now thero cannot 
bo found steady employment for them. 
If all tho minors in the Pennsylva- 
nia region wore to bo worked steadily, 
thoy would produce at least three times 
as much coal as the whole country 
could consume. Tho figures given by 
tho Philadelphia Times show that 
200,000,000 tons of coal aro the utmost 
quantity that can bo consumed in our 
country in a yoar. 
There ore now 


miners enough to produce 600,000,000 
tons in a year. 


The only permanent remedy will be 


to find other occupations for tho thou- 
sands who aro glutting tho mining la- 
bor market- This can bo done, and all 
interested, labor organizations, coal 
companies and everybody else, can co- 
operate to accomplish it. 


In a Century More. 


"Mind" is tho name of a new psycho- 


logical magazine. Its first number con- 
tains a prognosis, or perhaps a prophecy, 
of what things in the United States will 
be like in the year 2000. Countess Ella 
Norraikow contributes the paper, which 
is said to bo a copy of the prophecy tak- 
en down stenographically as it fell from 
tbo lips of a "dark hucd occultist" from 
Asia who happened at the time to bo 
wandering on our shores. 


The dark hued occultist bogan by say- 


ing that in a century hence New York 
would be tho largest city in the world, 
greater even than London or Chicago. I 
it will gradually become so large Chat 
Now York harbor will have to be filled 
n solid to accommodate the ever in- 
creasing population. Where tho mon- 
strous ships predicted for that day will 
land after Now York harbor is filled in 
the dark hued prophet did not say. 


Wo tliiuk tho 16 and 20 storied build- 


ings of Chicago and New York are 
rather tall now, but they will be more 
than doubled in height by the houses of 
A. D. 2000. Steam will bo a motive 
power of the past, and electricity, "or 
perhaps a yot unknown force," will 
have taken its place. Huge ocean liners, 
compared to which the largest steamers 
of the present will be as Columbus cara- 
vels, will cross tho ocean in two days 
at most. Railway trains will run 150 
milos an hour. There will be few tele- 
graphs, and those will be wireless, and 
thcro will bo no more typewriter girls 
at all. Telepathy will take the place of 
tho wholo lay out. When a man wants 
to communicate with his friend, ho 
will simply telopath him and thon 
sit down quietly in his office and al- 
low tho friend to road his thoughts. 
But it will be a bad go if ho in turn 
reads in tho friend's mind tho thought 
that ho himself is a hideous old bore 
and the friend wishes him at the bot- 
tom of the sea. Tho rule must work 
both ways.

will have disappeared. Man will be 
como so awakened to his inner powers 
as to know that tho disease is caused by 
discordant mental states, and he will 
right his moutal states and heal him- 
self.

One regrets to observe that tho lynch-

Thus penitentiary convicts are sent 
either to misdemeanor camps or county 
camps, according to tho severity of their 
sentence.

although tho least criminal, have far 
the worst of it. It is charged that those 
who lease them from tho stato work 
them anywhere from 14 to 20 hours a 


day,

ministered to them with revolting cru- 
olty, and women aro treated as badly as 
tho men. Tlio consequence is that out 
of those wronged and helpless men and

Tho Alaskan Indians havo an idea of 


thoir owu as to tho fate of tho wicked 
lifter death. They appear to believe that 
the souls of thobo who havo clono much 
evil on earth are, after tho death of the 
body, no longer able to retain their in- 
dividuality, but aro scattered through 
t he universe and dispersed into specks 
iiud motes of life. What existed as one 
wicked soul appears in tho form of thou- 
sands of noxious insects and infinitesimal 
vermin, to torment tho inhabitants of the 
tarth. Accordingly theso Indians call 
the terrible fly which is such a pest iu 
tho gold regions a native name that 
signifies in English "evil spirit come 
back for revenge. " The idea is a strange 
and poetic one. 


Mr. J. H. Nichol, a .ailroad man, 


has found an effectual way to prevent 
the raising of the dust clouds that so 
often choke summer passengers upon a 
railway train.

Luzorne county, Pa., for firing on and 
killing S4 coal strikers and wounding 
some 70 others. The charges on which 
thoy will be tried are those of murder 
and of feloniously wounding the strik- 
ers. 
Tho action taken by the law in 


their case will stand as a precedent in 
future cases, and labor organizations 
may know what to expect henceforth 
from tho onnrts.

calls attention to the fact that he rein- 
troduced at the extra session of congress 
the bill making an educational quali- 
fication for all immigrants into tho 
United States.

the slate committee, cnllad upon the gov- 
ernor for the purpose of securing his ap- 
proval of the appointment of a number 
of 
< xtra employes whose services were 


not only desirable, but necessary In the 
Eo.t ite. It was suKRi'sU'd that the number 
of appointees provided for In the acts 
of I-.74 und 18!)5 were not Bufllclent to prop- 
e;-|> transact the business of that body. 
The governor, after carefully considering 
the whole question, approved the appo'nt- 
meut of a clerk lo earn of the following 
committees: 
Appropriations, 
corpora- 


tloni, finance, judiciary general, jucltcl- 
ury special, municipal 'affairs, railroads, 
compare bills and agriculture. This made 
In nil nine clerks to committees of the 
Bdiite, to which he gave his unqualified 
UlM'TOVnl. 


A short time after this Representative 


MM shall, chairman of the slate commit- 
tee of the house, and some others called 
upon tho governor with n view oC se- 
cuimg his approval to tho appointment 
of Momo additional clerks and extra em- 
r.lojos In the house of representntlves. 
At thir* time the governor approved the 
appointment of a clerk to each of the 
following named house committees: Rall- 
ro;ols. corporation, municipal affairs, city 
IKi'.iMiKcr railways. Judiciary local, agri- 
culture-, compare bills, education, mines 
and mining and insurance. In addition to 
the clerks which It was agreed could tie 
appointed to the above named commlt- 
tef . it was decided that there should be 
two extra transcribing clerks 
in 
the 


house. This made 12 extra place's In the 
home which met with the approval of 
the governor and members of the slate 
committee. In order that there could hi 
no misunderstanding about this matter 
the accounting ofllcers wore also called 
Intu consultation. 
After going over the 


whole matter the governor, In hla own 
handwriting, do-ilKnated the amount that 
eai h clerk to 
i committee was to re- 


ceUe, and also the amount to be paid 
to i xtra transcribing clerks. Several lists 
of Ihese extra employes were than made 
out. 
The governor kept one; the members 


of the slate committee kept one, nnd one 
wnv given to the state treasurer and an 
otln-r to the auditor general. 
I presume 


the purpose of this was to notify all the 
jiaitlcs what places were agreed upon 
so that they would know to whom pay- 
ments should be made during tho scs- 
r-lon. 
, 


AM you arc aware, none of these posi- 


tions had been designated by any pre- 
vious act of assembly. It Is true that 
ncM-ml committees 
had 
clerks during 


|>r« \-lous sessions of the- legislature, whose 
rompensntlon was always paid by Itema 
In the general appropriation bill. 


'J he governor fixed 
the amount that 


em li extra clerk to committees was to 
r«o«lv« at 1600, and tho transcribing clerka 
•were to recolvo 17 per nay. ir was trie 
thought of persons connected with these 
conferences that it was necessary to ap- 
point these extra clerks so as to faclll- 
tul" tho orderly transaction of business 
rlutlng the session. The 19 extra clerks 
to committees above named at JGOO each 
amounted In 
the 
aggregate 
to $11,400. 


Bin h of the transcribing clerks would be 
entitled to receive, at 17 per day, about 
II.J a. making B,nxi for both. It will thus 
be seen that the extra employes who met 
w i t h the approval of tho executive and 
Ipftliltttlvp branches of our state govern- 
ment would cout $111,900, or thereabouts, 
It must not be forgotten that all tho 
oluks appointed to serve on the above 
named committees were on the extra list. 
Tin-re were a few of the Important com 
mil tees entitled to clerks under acts ol 
assembly. 
None of these are Included 


In 
I ho above list. 
Several weeks after the organization 


of the legislature a number of these 
tr;i employes came to me and complained 
that they were not being fairly treated 
A 
< lerk to one of the committees herein 


before named informed me that he was 
the head of a large family, was a poor 
m.m, without funds to pay his boarding 
in the city, and without means to buy 
IWM essaries for his family at home. 
He 


further Informed me that the state treas- 
urer would not advance money to em- 
ployes on the extra list. J became Inter- 
ested in the case, as you or any other 
humane irinn would have been. I waltcc 
upon the state treasurer ami asked him 
If --ome arrangements could not be made 
by which advances could be made on the 
sal.iry of tills person. 


The treasurer very frankly told me that 


tin re was so much contention and fac- 
tional discord In the legislature that he 
Mini no assurance the compensation for 
tin' extra employes would be provided 
tor by proper legislation, lie thought 
It was unfair that he should assume the 
responsibility nnd bear the burden of pay- 
IriK these extra employes under the clr- 
f\nn?tanccs. 
He (lid not hesitate on ae- 


coii'it of the fear of executive disapproval, 
for the reason that the governor had ap- 
pi nved the appointment of these persons 
a! the beginning of the session, and had 
tiled with him a list of the committees 
so designated, but was uncertain as to 
tho result in the legislature. Afterwards 
the subject was again called to my mind 
by several 
employes, members 
of 
the 


house, and others, ami It was the unani- 
mous opinion of these persons that some 
nirangements should be made through 
which the employes 
could secure ncl- 


\unces on their salaries. 
It was sug- 


gi steel that nn agreement might be enter- 
ed into by which the persons signing the 
same should Indemnify the state treas- 
urer for any loss that might occur to 
lilm if the legislature failed to make the 
necessary appropriation for the extra em- 
ployes. 


r note the comment In the public press 


nlwut what this writing should be called. 
11 was. In fact, an agreement In the na- 
ture of an Indemnity to the state treas- 
urer, but for the purpose of this case, 
I care not whether it Is called an "in 
cUmnlty," "obligation" or "bond." The 
purpose was to share the responsibility 
of these advances with the state treas- 
urer, and that was tho only purpose. 
It 


was agreed in this obligation that the 
plate treasurer would be protected to the 
amount of $16.000. This sum was fixed and 
n greed upon for the reason that It would 
tnke about $14.000 to pay the extra em- 
ployes Approved by the governor, and it 
w .is suggested that on account of the 
confused condition of tilings after the 
burning down of the old capltol several 
ndditional employes be appointed. 
The 


balance of the 
J1G.OOO, after paying the 


extras appointed by the governor, could 
be- used for that purpose. I did not then 
know, and have never since learned, how 
many extra employes were on the list 
in addition to those approved by the gov- 
ernor. I only know the fact that It was 
represented to me that there were a few 
extra watchmen, janitors and pages em- 
ployed when the legislature undertook 
to do Its work in several different build- 
ings in tho city of Harrlsburg after the 
lire. 
Under these circumstances I signed the 


obligation. It was not a matter in which 
1 had any personal or sellish interest. I 
ilo not personally know many employes 
to whom advances were made. I signed 
the obligation because I felt that these 
i xtra employes had been properly and 
regularly selected, with the approval of 
the executive and legislative- branches of 
the government, and that it was only fair 
that they should be paid for their ser- 
vices. To my mind it would have been 
cruel and heartless to have arbitrarily 
withheld from them salaries which they 
n> much needed to support themselves and 
families. 
Advances have always been 


made to the members of the legislature 
and employes during the session. At tho 
time these advances are made there la 
no authority of law. ,The authority of 
law comes afterward, when the legisla- 
ture makes an appropriation In the gen- 
e-ral appropriation bill, but it is certainly 
sticking in the bark to say that members 
iind employes are not entitled to receive 
advances on their salaries until the gen- 
eral appropriation bill is passed. Such a 
rule would mean that poor men could not 
he members of the legislature, I venture 
to suggest that there were not five mem- 
bers of the house or senate or employes 
who did not receive advances on th&ir 
salaries during the session. I know of 
no reason why such advances should not 
110 made. 


I am familiar with the constitutional 


requirements to which you refer, namely: 
"No payment shall be made from the 
Mate treasury or be In any way 


T respt ctfully submit, however, that the 


extra employes were acting officers in 
.hat they were appointed in pursuance 
f custom and law and many of them 


approve-! by the governor. In this con- 
nection 1 desire to say that no one. so 
'ar as I have arty knowledge, was paid 
'or Kervices he did not render the state. 
[f any ruch practice obtained It was not 
with mj knowledge, consent or approval.

I did net then Know, rand have not since 
earned, that there was any such case. 
If you duestlon the authority of the 


cxecutKe and legislative branches of the 
government to make the appointment 
)f extra employee and provide compensa- 
tion for the same by Items in the general 
,ppropnation bill, I desire to call your 
attention to the case of the common- 
wealth versus Gregg, ]C1 P. S. 582, with 
which you are entirely familiar. You will 
rememb T that by an Item In the general 
appropriation act of ISM the compensa- 
tion for clerks in Hie office of prothonn- 
tarles of the supreme court was pro- 
vided f"r. 
There was no prior act of 


assembly creating such nn office or au- 
thorizing the appointment of such clerks. 
The olll'-e and compensation therefor was 
created by an Item In the general appro- 
priation bill at one and the same time. 
The auditor general doubted the right of 
the legislature to create an ofilre In that 
way ami refused to draw his warrant for 
the' payment of the salaries of such ofll- 
cers. A mandamus proceeding was insti- 
tuted and the cafe «'cnt to the supreme 
court. Mr. Justlc- Mitchell, who deliver- 
ed the (.pinion of the court, discussed the 
question of legislative power and 
au- 


thority In such eases with much interest, 
from which I ouote the following: 


'As already said, It is conceded on all 


hands that the legislature had 
ample 


power 'o do the substantial thing that 
it did, to wit: To authorize the appoint- 
ment ol a clerk in the ofllce of the pro- 
thonotnry and provide for his salary out 
of the public treasury, and as the pur- 
pose of such appointment and the duties 
of the appointee were to secure the per- 
formance of the 
regular and 
ordinary 


work of the office, we are of the onlnlrm 
that tho legislature might constutionally 
do it In the form they did, by an item 
In tho general appropriation bill for the 
judicial department." 


The learned Justice took the broad 


ground that xmder the constutlonal re- 
rjuiremi nt the legislature must be tho 
exclushe judge of the form In which its 
enactments shall be put, and that if it 
chooses to make an office by providing 
compensation In the general appropria- 
tion act It has the powjr to do so. If, 
then, the legislature has the power to 
provide additional employes in the judi- 
ciary department of the state govern- 
ment by an item In the general appro- 
priation bill It seems to me there is much 
greater force and reason in the position 
that It can provide for the compensation 
of extra employes, whose appointments 
are imi'le necessary to transact its own 
business. It will certainly not be con- 
tended that the legislature has greater 
power ,uid control over the employes of 
the Judiciary department than It has over 
its own. In stating the rule laid down 
in the above case the supreme court says 
that in such cases much weight must be 
given lo the 
legislative understanding 


and practice during a long term of years. 
In tills connection I beg to remind you 
that the rule and custom followed in the 
appointment of the extra employes at the 
last session of the legislature has the 
sanction of more than 20 years of legisla- 
tive pr ictlce and precedent. 


Then, again. I roc-all that under the gen- 


eral appropriation act of 1895, passed dur- 
tnK th». in-a^axvt u^lwiir*inti-citt<:m, tutd up 
proved -iftcr painstaking and careful con- 
sideration by yourself and other members 
of the cabinet, contains items providing 
for tin compensation of the extra em- 
ployes just as the act of ]8»7 did. The act 
of ISflo, although It contained compensa- 
tion for 
1 extra employes, received the ap- 


proval of the present executive. I do not 
state this for the purpose of criticising 
his act In so doing. My opinion is that 
there ivas no impropriety in approving it 
then and that there is none in doing the 
same thing in 1897. i may be at fault, but I 
fall to comprehend how that can be mor- 
ally and constitutionally wrong in 189' 
which Is legally right in ]8!)5. 


On this point 1 would do an injustice to 


myself if 1 failed to remind you that 
the general appropriation act el 1SD7 con- 
tains compensation for the extra em 
ployes, approved at the beginning of the 
session by tile governor and members of 
slate committees. 
In other words, the 


governor and yourself have seen no Im- 
propriety In approving the compensation 
for thise extra employes to the amount 
of about $H,OGO, who were on the list 
without authority of law, according to 
your own position, yet you do not hosi- 
l.ite to cloud my official integrity and re- 
move me from office because i, in a arnal 
way, helped these very men to receive 
advances on their salaries while they 
were porrormiiifc- the duties of the posi- 
tions to which they were appointed. 


Tile general appropriation act of 1S^7 


was approved with lull knowledge of the 
fact by tile governor and yourself that 
It contained compensation for a large 
number of extra employes. The approval 
of the appropriation for these extra em- 
ployes is as 
constutionally 
wrong, it 


wrong at all, as the approval of any com- 
pensation for extra services alleged to be 
without authority of law. There was no 
authority of law for the extra employes 
appi^ ed by the 
governor 
except the 


items in the general appropriation act 
afterwards passed. You will also recall 
the fa •! that the general appropriation 
act of 1S!»7 contains an item of more than 
$4,000 for the compensation -jf extra em* 
ployes during the session of 131)5. 
This 


Item was untentionally overlook ed in IMG 
and the mistake was corrected in 1897. 
This was money paid without any pre- 
vious duthority of law, 


In vl'jw of the authority of the supremo 


court above cited, in the light of legisla- 
tive precedent during a period of more 
than LO years, with a knowledge of the 
fact that the present administration ap- 
proved items for tho compensation of 
extra employes in the general appropria- 
tion a<:t ul KS95, and having in mind that 
the governor approved the compensation 
(or extra employes In 1897 to the amount 
of about MiOOO, I respectfully submit that 
tlie position i assume in this controvery 
Is supported by precedent and authority. 


In conclusion permit nie to s.ay that 1 


have but one purpose in tho recital of 
these lacts. and that Is to Inform yourself 
ami tlie public,' of the transaction from 
beginning to end.

Tho train was crossing a vnst prnirie. 


Tho single line of rails ran as straight as 
If it had been drawn with a rulor from 
one liorizon to the other. On each side tho 
coarse grass, green with tho tint of spring, 
waved breast high. 
There was no sound 


except tho monotonous beat of tho wheels 
ns they passed from one rail to the next 
ond the steady swish of the grass as it bent 
jeforo the rushing wind of the train. 


J was sitting on the platform of the ob- 


Bcrvation car with half a dozen other pas- 
sengers. The conversation fell upcn prairie 
flros, and each man had his say. 


"It was along In 1874 when this roud 


was building and I was one of the engi- 
neer's assistants," spoke up a grizzled, 
hard featured man who had taken but lit- 
tle part in the conversation. 
"We began 


,t the western ond, down by Bucephalus, 
and wo had luid out about 40 miles of 
track in a straight line right across the 
prnirie, and had got to within, say, ten 
miles from whore we nro at this identical 
minute. 
It was an easy job, for we just 


laid the sleepers down on the ground and 
spiked the rails to them, calculating to 
ballast tho track whon wo got good and 
ready. 
I had a big gang of Irishmen un-

" 'Better start hell!' says Sam. 
'Can't 


you sec that the wind lins all pone down 
liore, though it's blowing a galo \vheru the 
fire is? Hold on now, for I'm going to 
open her out, and we're going to do eorae 
tall running.' 


"With that ho pulled open tho throttle, 


nnd the engino started, with » hig jump, 
as if sho had just pocu thu fire and was 
badly scared. 
Wo went dawn the track 


or about a mile at a pretty good pj.lt, nnc". 
ien wo had to fitop wlnlo Saiu tightened, 
nut in tho connecting rod.

I saw the

that treu burst as if it hod boon filled 


vltli gunpowder and vanished clean out 
f sight in less than u minute nftor tho 
oaves began to frizzle. 
Tho wind was 


[rawing toward tho firo, but wo could sue 
by the way the (lames acted that u high 
iast wind was bringing the fire down on 
is at on awful rate. 
Tho flumes would 


shoot up 8(1 or 40 feot into the air und 
vave just as if they were hurrahing at the 
irospect of patching us. 


"Our engine was doing jit leastS5 miles 


i)n hour, and ivas swinging from side to 
Bide and bumi ing over tho joints—for we 
lidn't, have any fishplates in those <lays=^ 
s if she was bound to jump the track. We 
had outrun the snake procession, und the 
only live thing wo could see was a coyote 
who was loping down tho truck 50 yards 
ahead of us without eo much us turning 
:iis head to sec what was after him. 


' 'How long will the track stnnd this 


aort of thing?' says I to Sam as heflnishcd 
Bhovcllnc fresh coul into the fire. 


Don't know,' says 
ho. 
'It's 18 


milos from hero to tho Wachusetta river, 
and if we can get across the bridge ahead 
of the lire there is a fair chance that it 
won't cross. I don't much believe that we 
will fetch the bridge, but if we don't it 
won't be because I don't drive this ycr en- 
gine for (ill she's worth. 
We're dead men 


If she jumps the track, and we're dead 
men'if wo stop short of the river, eo we 
might as well let her go and take our 
chances.' 


Sum hung on to tho lever and I hung 


on to the t'dgo of the cub window. JJoKhei 
of us could liuvo kept our feet without 
hanging ou to something. 
I am free to 


Bay that first along I was pretty badly 
Reared, lint when tho engine didn't leave 
the trnuk for all hor Blowings and jump- 
ings I began to think she would curry us 
through. 
So tar as I could see, the Dre 


didn't gain any on us, but then we didn't 
eeem to bo gaining anything to speak ol 
on the flro.

I kept quiet and said my prayers to 


nysclf. 
The flre cume down on us with a 


whoop like ten tribes of Injuns, and the 
top of the tank was hot in less than no 
jme. 
The roaring of the fire seemed to 


)uss on end tiwuj from us, but there was 
1 tremendous lot of crackling going on in 
our neighborhood, which showed that the 
Ire was still all uronud us. 
We wnited 


ind waited, hoping every minute thut the 
Ire would die out and let us open the 
:ank. 
The water kept getting warmer 


ind warmer, and when I touched the top 
of tho tnnk, where the water didn't reach 
t, I burned my fingers. 
The air, too, 


<ept getting more and more choky, until 
[ was very near my last gasp, and Sain 
was nbout the sumo. 
When he couldn't 


stand it any longer, ho threw off the cover 
and put his head out. Then he broke into 
a big laugh that was a little hoarse by rea 
son of the choking lie had undergone, und 
10 climbed out of the tank, culling to me 
to follow him, which naturally 1 did with 
out wusting time. 


The prairie flre was miles away, and 


the crackling which we heard was made 
by the woodwork of the tender and the 
wrook of tho engine cab, which was all in 
a blaze. 
There wasn't anything to hurt 


us whon wo were once outside of the tank, 
but if we had staid in it long enough we 
should hnvc been boiled without the least
